WISCONSIN RAPIDS, Wis. 
— It was cold, blue and as big 
as a basketball when it fell out 
of the sky. 

There was all sorts of specu¬ 
lation Monday after the un¬ 
identified object smashed into 
the ground near Herb Krug, 
18, as he worked on his par¬ 
ent’s farm near here. 

Was it a meteor? A comet 
fragment?

'Whirlwind' ■, 
Perhaps Was

Spaceship M ” ut 

HUNTSVILLE, Ala. (UPI) - 
' According to Joseph F. Blum- 
! rich, when the prophet Ezekiel 
i saw that "whirlwind out of the 
north” back in the 6th century 
B.C., it was a spaceship. 

Blumrich is chief of the 
systems layout branch of the 
, program development office at 
the Marshall Space Flight 
Center. And he figures that 
“whirlwind" was a large rocket 
ship With four helicopter rotors 
descending from a mother ship 
in earth orbit. 

] Blumrich said he has been 
i analyzing the technical pos- 
' sibilities of Ezekiel’s descrip¬ 
tion in the Old Testament and 
“I came to ihe conclusion that 
the prophet indeed saw such a 
| thing. 

'"My conclusion is that this 
j was what we nowadays call a 
j shuttle vehicle." said Blumrich, 
who has a book on the subject 
coming out soon in Germany. 
He said in a telephone 
interview that the ship Ezekiel 
saw "was dependent on an 
■orbital station. Size and perfor¬ 
mance match the shuttle 
vehicle that goes from that 
orbital station to the ground 
and back. i 

• "The thing is a very feasible 
[vehicle and a very good design. 
[There’s good engineering be¬ 
hind the entire design,” he 
said. ... 

■ Ezekiel’s description, in the 
first chapter of his Old 
Testament book, says a “whir- 
wind came out of the North, a 
great cloud, and a fire 
infolding itself, and a bright- 
tess was about it...” 

Blumrich says he believes the 
ocketship was shaped like a 
bone with concave sides, using 
atmospheric drag to decelerate •„ 
through the atmosphere, then 
slowing its descent first with 
braking rockets and, finally, 
with four rotor blades for the 
final few thousand feet to the 
ground. 

Blumrich says that in his 
book he doesn’t go into the 
possibilities of where the 
spaceship originated because 
the problem "is just too 
tremendously big. I’m trying to 
prove they were here.

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DALLAS — (AP) — A 
team of Unidentified 
Flying Objects (UFO) in¬ 
vestigators are combing a 
icemetery in the ghost town 
jof Aurora in North Cen¬ 
tral Texas for the grave 
jof a UFO pilot reportedly 
'buried there, the Dallas 
Times Herald said in its 
^Sunday editions. 

' The newspaper said Hay¬ 
den Hewes, director of the 
international UFO Bureau 
in Oklahoma City, con¬ 
firmed that scientists are 
searching the abandoned 
tweed-covered cemetery for 
(the spaceship pilot’s grave. 

Hewes told the newspa¬ 
per the search was 
prompted b y newspaper 
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UFO visits 
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reports of April 1897 that 
a spaceship had collided 
with a windmill and ex¬ 
ploded, and that the pilot 
had been buried in the 
town’s cemetery. 

The Times Herald said 
it located published re¬ 
ports of the crash that 
said “the body of the pilot 
was dismembered. How¬ 
ever, enough remains 
were picked up to deter¬ 
mine it was not that of an 
inhabitant of this world. 
It was given a Christian 
burial.” 

According to reports, the 
crash was the climax to a. 
rash of hundreds of UFO 
sightings in North Texas' 
cities and towns from 
April 14 through April 27, 
1897.

THE BROWN SHOE CO. has a factory 
. here, up at the north edge of town 
where State Routes 49 and 34 merge to 
become Main Street, next to McKenzi 
Creek. There also are more than a few 
small shops and businesses in town, and 
three large sawmills and a couple of 
quarries in the area. Most of the con¬ 
struction workers who live here drive 
the 130 miles or so to St. Louis every 
day to find jobs. 

So it is that Piedmont’s population of 
about 20C0 is employed. Of so it is during 
the day. 

At night, almost everyone Is at work 
looking for the UFOs - Unidentified 
, Flying Objects — people have been 
sighting for more than a month in the 
dark Ozark sky of this foothill country in 
Southeast Missouri.

Ommanncy was standing outside a ho¬ 
tel when he saw it. What he saw was • 
bright light, which “immediately re- 
, solved itself into a clearly defined disk.” 
'It disappeared, he said, amid a dls- 
■ charge of brilliant orange clouds. 

Ommanncy never made it to Piedmont 
and Wayne County, Mo., so far as any¬ 
one is aware. Neither did Arnold, though 
no one could call it an oversight by ei¬ 
ther. Ommanney made his sighting in 
Wales on Aug. 26, 1894. Arnold, who 
lives in Boise, Idaho, saw his UFO on 
June 24. 1947 — the first such sighting 
among contemporary Americana—and it. 
led to a 20-year study of such reports by 
, the Air Force. 

So don’t dismiss the folks of Piedmont . 
as country kooks (as opposed to city 
kooks). They know what they have 
seen and they’ve even taken photographs 
of what they have seen, although they 
still will accommodate skeptics. If what 
they have seen is a hoax, they’d like to 
have somebody prove it. 

. Through the summer of 1947. sightings i 
of UFOs were reported in 43 of the then 
48 slates. Nevada, North Dakota. Missis¬ 
sippi, New Hampshire and Rhode Island 
were the only states with clear skies. 

The St. Louis area was up there with 
the leaders in UFO reports. They'd been 
seen in Pattonville and Ladue, in north 
St. Louis and East St. Louis, In Universi¬ 
ty City and Florissant. 


j-. THE END of '1947, sightings had 
|* been . reported in London, in Manchuria 
and in France. From Teheran came the 
report of "star-like bodies that explode." 

. In the United States there were reports 
of objects "as big as a five-room house, 
soaped like a wash tub," and others that 
. looked like "drifting ice floes." 

A priest in Wisconsin reported that he 
was "holding for the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation a metal disk 18 inches in 
I diameter with gadgets and wires around 
a hole in the center." The object, he 
* said, had crashed into the yard of the 
< rectory accompanied by an explosion. 
Later, he recanted. He had found letter¬ 
ing on the object, he said, which read, 
"High-grade. 100 per cent Steel." He de¬ 
cided that the UFO really was a circular 
saw blade. 

In San Francisco, an officer of the 
California Highway Patrol reported 
seeing “a dozen bright metal objects 
about the size of footballs whizz over 
San Francisco Bay and fall into the wat¬ 
er." 

1 In Joliet, III., a railroad engineer re¬ 
ported "about nine of them, in formation 
— flat circular objects faster than any 
airplane I ever saw.’’ 

Reports came ’in from Louisville, Ky., 

and Port Huron, Mich.; from Salt Lake 
City and Akron, 0.: from Twin Falls, 
Idaho, and Bakersfield, Calif.; from Phil¬ 
adelphia and DeKalb, Tex. 

The wire services insisted on keeping 
tongue in cheek, but they solicited an 
"absolutely no comment" from no less 
than Albert Einstein. They also got a de¬ 
nial from Orscn Welles, whose "Invasion 
From Mars" radio program had caused 
a near-panic on a nationwide scale in 

i }93g 

THE UFOs became a joke. A hat de¬ 
signer In San Francisco offered a flying 
saucer creation: four white plates 
perched on a turban-like foundation, or 
so It was described In newspaper ac¬ 
counts. A flying service in St. Louis 
dumped 150,000 paper disks', each 8 inch¬ 
es in diameter, over the area as an ad¬ 
vertising stunt. 

The UFO was one creation of the West¬ 
ern world of which even the Russians, 
who then were laying claim to every¬ 
thing, wanted no part. From United Na¬ 
tion’s headquarters at Lake Success, 
NY., the usually taciturn Andrei A. Gro¬ 
myko. the Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis¬ 
ter, announced that he had not seen any 
UFO but had "heard someone attribute 
•• the sightings to the British, who were. 

■ exporting too much of their Scotch whis-. 
ky to the United States." 

A sighted UFO was a laugher. Or so It 
''was until April of 1949, when the Air 
|‘Force, in a 9500-word "digest of prelimi¬ 
nary studies,” said flying saucers "are 
i not a joke." The Air Force found “no 
L alarming probabilities” in the reports, 
but it conceded that 40 per cent of the 
sightings simply were without explana¬ 
tion. 

True magazine did nothing to allay the 
fears of those who feared. In December 
1949, True published an article based on 
an eight-monlh study by Donald E. Key- 
hoe, a former information chief for the 
aeronautics branch of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce. “For the past 175 
years," Kevhoe said, the planet earth 
has been under systematic close-range 
! examination by living, intelligent observ- 
I era from another planet.” 


RADIO COMMENTATORS (at a time 
when radio was dedicated to more than 
this week’s "Top 40") fed the American 
appetite. Frank,Edwards told his listen¬ 
ers that flying saucers actually existed 
and that "they are not of this world." 
Henry J. Taylor replied by saying that 
flying saucers were, indeed, real, and 
that when the Air Force confirmed the 
news "it will be. wonderful." 

A disk-type aircraft was discovered In 
an abandoned Maryland tobacco shed by 
Air Force investigators. The property 
and the craft were traced to an inventor 
named Jonathan Caldwell, but his at¬ 
torney disclaimed any connection with 
•flying saucers on the part of his client. 
The Air Force acquiesced. 

In 1950, Representative Melvin Price of 
East St. Louis had had enough. As a 
member of the House Armed Services 
Committee on Atomic Energy, he stated 
he "didn’t believe in" flying saucers, 
just as he "didn’t believe in ghosts.” 

But other members of Congress disa¬ 
greed. Senator Clinton Anderson, former 
Secretary of Agriculture who went to 
Washington from New Mexico,, where 
the Los Alamos atomic plant was local-' 

, ed, was convinced that flying saucers 
’. were not figments of American imagina -1 
,, tion. He linked them to atomic work 
_• then under way, pointing out that there 
was too much atomic research under 
way in his state “to pooh-pooh the nu¬ 
merous eye-witness stories." 

That was in March of 1950. A month 
later, Stuart Symington, now a U S. sen¬ 
ator from Missouri, but then Secretary 
of the Air Force, "poohed-poohed’.’ ac¬ 
counts of flying saucers and "flying ba¬ 
nanas” emanating from Texas. "There 
was nothing at all," to such reports, he 
said. 

f , PERHAPS NOT. But seemingly well- 
established reports still nagged Air 
’Force Investigators. Two commercial 
airline crews refused to back down from 
•**their original reports of .sightings in the 
i.Northwest and Southeast. And there re- 
,• mained the case of National Guard 
Capt. .Thomas F. M a n t e 11 Jr., who 
’crashed near Fort Knox, Ky., in 1918 af- 
4 ter chasing a metallic-looking object of 
"tremendous" size in his F-51. 
r The Air Force had a ready explanation 
,„for the cause of Capt. Mantcll’s death: 

I, he had passed out for lack of oxygen at 
high altitude during the chase and 
'crashed. But there was no explanation 
"for what the "thing” was tlfat he was 
•• chasing. 

Then, too, there was the 1948 report by 
Lt. George F. Gorman of the North Da¬ 
kota National Guard. He said he had en¬ 
gaged in a 27-minute "dogfight" with an 
unidentified object that outran, outma- 
neuvered and eventually eluded him. 

The peak year for UFO sightings was 
1952, when 1501 were reported to the. Air 
Force. Investigators decided the sight¬ 
ings were of high-flying weather bal¬ 
loons, or high-flying aircraft reflecting 
sunlight, or reflections in the atmosphere 
from distant light sources on the ground, 
or meteorites, fireworks, flares and the 
like, or the planets Jupiter and Venus, or 
searchlights illuminating cloud layers, or 
jet-engine exhausts, or plain hoaxes and 
mirages. Later, satellites were added. 

Still there were some reports that 
simply couldn’t be filed under any of 
i those categories.

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UFO SIGHTINGS are not new. Trans¬ 
lations from early Latin writings re¬ 
ferred to a "large round silvery thing 
like a disk” having been sighted in Eng¬ 
land in 1200. in 1704, there wore reports 
of similar phenomena in F.ngland and in 
Switzerland. And, in IRD7, the New 
York Sun reported a cigar-shaped object 
having been sighted over Chicago, Kan¬ 
sas City and parts of Texas. 

But none of those reports, apparently, 
could compare with that of Kenneth Ar¬ 
nold, businessman and private pilot. 
from Boise. In late June of 1947 he re¬ 
ported that while he was traveling over 
the Cascade Mountain range in western 
' Washington he had sighted “shiny, flat 
objects—flat like a pie pan—moving at a 
' speed of 1200 miles an hour toward Mt. 
Rainier at an altitude of 10.000 feet." 

And thus it began. A Texas "preach¬ 
er" was reported to have called Arnold 
land to have told him that what he had 
f seen "were harbingers of Doomsday.” 
j In a telephone conversation last week, 
I Paul Kicpc of Boise identified himself as 
an old friend of Arnold, who now. he 
j said, had become a virtual recluse, 
f "He's had such a bad lime In his life— 
. his wife, his family, himself—that a 
flying saucer would have to land on the 
big Arch in St. Louis for Ken to get out 
of Ills shell." 


. Kenneth (Saucers! Arnold, as he be- 
' came known, was driven inlo that shell 
^ v —to the point of having an unlisted tele¬ 
phone number a generation later—by 
' scoffers as well as believers, said Kicpc, 
tf ‘ who described himself as "the only 
i member of a national (UFO) society in 
t . this area." Kiepe Is a member of the 
APRO, the Aerial Phenomenon Research 
Organization. 

Here in Piedmont. Maude Jeffnris, 
Reggie Bone, Jean Coleman and Ken 
•^Johnson have no answer to the riddle. 
They Only know what they have seen, 
and they are sticking to their stories. 
Unfortunately, for the' skeptics who have 
appeared, Mrs. Jefferis, Bone, Mrs. Cole¬ 
man and Johnson are all sturdy, re¬ 
spected members of the community.

Mrs. Jefferis, St. Louis reared and a 
lf>19 graduate of Soldan High School 
(Where her late husband, Alva, organ¬ 
ized the first school band, she said), is 
a teacher of photography at Clearwater 
R-l High School here. All of her five 
students, she said, "are out trying to 
shoot the thing.” She meant they were 
“shooting" with cameras, but Chief 
Bearden said at least two persons had 
told him "they’d try to shoot it down 
with guns if they ever saw it.” 


Mrs. Jefferis has several photographs 
of the thing that is keeping the folks here 
up late. One Is of a gyroscope-sort of 
something spinning In the sky. Another 
is of a straight, horizontal line crossing 
i the horizon "below another one." Mrs. 
Jefferis — who is "as honest ns the day 
is long.” according to Chief Bearden — 
Is not easily dissuaded, and she said she 
had seen four of the "darn things” at 
one .time. 


"The one. hangs there in the middle, 
like a communications center," she said, 
"and the others come up to it, as if 
they were making a rendezvous with it." 


(J. Allen Hynek, chairman of the de¬ 
partment of astronomy at Northwestern 
University who for 20 years was a 
scientific consultant to the Air Force in 
the matter of UFO*, suggested in a tele¬ 


phone conversation that what Mrs. Jef- 
feris’s photograph of the spinning ob¬ 
ject showed "looks like a first-class lens 
flare." He was not, however, disputing 
the sightings reported in Piedmont. 

(Post-Dispatch photographers disputed 
llynck’s "lens flare" theory. A lens flare, 
they said, would be widespread over the 
negative, rather than the small speck 
that appears in Mrs. Jefferis’s photo¬ 
graph. A lens flare is defined as a re¬ 
flection of light off the surface of the 
camera lens.) 

Bone is the varsity basketball coach 
at Clearwater High School and he said, 
“I'd believe Maudic if Maudie told me 
something.” He spoke for the town in 
that respect, and the town seems to hold 
Reggie Bone in similar esteem. 

Coming home from a losing regional 
basketball game in late February. Bone 
and five of his players saw something 
sitting about 50 feet above ground in a 
field about 200 yards from the road. 

"I thought it was a helicopter that had 
got into trouble," Bone said, “and then 
when it started to move off I figured I'd 
hear the noise of the rotors. But when it 
moved off—off to the tree line behind it

IT COULD HAVE been that someone 
out gigging for frogs along the shoreline 
at Clearwater—to bunt frogs, you shine a 
blinding light along the shoreline of a 
lake or the bank of a stream—doused his 
flashlight at the approach of another 
light, which might have been in the 
hands of a conservation agent. Frogs are 
not in season. 

A light directed at the surface of the 
water might have been mistaken at a 
distance for a light under Ihe water. 

The Federal Aviation Agency center at 
Memphis, which Is responsible for air 
traffic in this area, reported no "unac¬ 
counted for” radar blips in the Piedmont 
region in the past month. But a spokes¬ 
man for the center added that "we're 
not normally concerned with anything 
below 14,000 feet." 

Such a high altitude range would not 
include the low-flying sightings reported 
here.

Few peoplo would admit 
that all phenomena that 
are damnified unidentified 
flying objects (UFO) can 
be explained In terms of 
contemporary knowledge. 

However, I believe that 
many cases of UFO 
sightings can be so ac¬ 
counted for and that the 
following account Is one 
such case. 

I would like to refer 
readers to a front-page 
article which appeared In 
The Leader on February 2 
describing how a Leader 
delivery driver watched for 
00 minutes a stationary 
object low In the eastern 
sky which disappeared os 
the sun rose. 

It “had a very small 
light at one end and a 
large, extremely bright 
light at the other. The two 
lights looked connected by 
a shaft of light... (and) .. . 
seemed to fluctuate.” 

The driver had never 
seen anything like It during 
the 20. years of his delivery 
run. 

There Is a simple ex¬ 
planation that I can offer 
for what he saw. 

At present two easily 
distinguishable planets are 
making their appearance 
together In the eastern sky 
before sunrise. 


They are the giant planet 
Jupiter (the largest planet 
la our system of planets) 
an.l the mysterious clud — 
covered planet Venus (tho 
planet frequently railed the 
''morning” or “evening 
star”). 

The reasons for their 1 
prominence In the night 
sky and at twilight and why 
Jupiter Is not as bright as 
Venus has to do with the 
size of their orbits around 
the sun and the diameters 
of the planets themselves. 

A fortnight ago Jupiter 
was rising after Venus, but: 
by the end of last week both : 
planets were rising at such 
a time and position on the 
horizon that they appeared 
joined. 

Currently, Jupiter rlse3 
around 6 am and the sun 
rises about 6.30 am. 

A similar event occurred 
on or around January 19 
Involving Jupiter and tile 
planet Mercury. 

However, because of 
their close rise tlrne3 to 
sunrise, they may have 
been difficult to see. 

Perhaps then, If people 
were better Informed about 
regular events such as the 
movement of planets, 
times of visible satellite 
pass-overs, weather 
balioon launchings etc, 
evpryone would be In a 
much better position to 
judge not only what Is seen, 
but also what is read and 
heard. - 1

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Mystery object 
in Dunedin sky 
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Dunedin (PA). — An 
unidentified flying objeet 
was sighted over Dunedin 
by several people on 
Sunday night. 

It was “huge”, bright 
yellow and red, cigar- 
shaped and travelling at 
a minimum speed of 1800 
mph. 

Two groups of people 
have reported sighting 
the UFO at 11.20 p.m., 
one at East Taieri and 
the other in Gllkison 
Street, Dunedin. 

From Gilkison Street 
two men, one a profes¬ 
sional mechanical eng¬ 
ineer, sighted the UFO 
travelling north for about 
five seconds before disap¬ 
pearing behind Flagstaff. 

The engineer, also an 
amateur astronomer, cal¬ 
culated the minimum 
speed of the object to be 
1800 mph. “Because it 
disappeared behind 
Flagstaff it must have 
been at least two miles 
away. I allowed three in 
my calculations. IVc wat¬ 
ched it for six seconds 
during which time it 
travelled through about 
60 degrees. This makes 
its minimum speed 1800 
mph. If it was further 
than three miles away Us 
speed would have been 
greater.” 

Describing the UFO as 
luminous and cigar¬ 
shaped with a small ‘‘ball 
of fire” following it, the 
engineer admitted he did 
not believe in UFOs. “If 
it was a meteor it was a 
huge one and its tra¬ 
jectory was different.” It 
was travelling parallel to 
the weslern horizon. 

"I know nil the planets 
nnd constellations but 
have never seen anything 
like this before. It 
seemed to be travelling 
horitontally but could 


have been rising as our 
view was sometimes 
obstructed by houses,” 
said tiie engineer, who 
did not want his name 
published. 

The two men in East 
Taicrl, Mr Major Miller 
and Mr Ken Bailey wat¬ 
ched the UFO for about 
20 seconds. Mr Miller de¬ 
scribed it as huge, with a 
bright yellow nose with 
the yellow changing to 
bright red toward the 
tail. 

“It made no noise and 
looked like an aircraft 
taking off but was going 
far too fast to be one. It 
seemed to have a flaming 
tail following it, and after 
about 20 seconds it just 
vanished.” 

Momona Airport closed 
at 9.20 p.m. so no radar 
operators observed the 
UFO. The only suggestion 
the aerodrome super¬ 
intendent could make as 
to the object's identiHca- 
tion was that it was a 
weather balloon. 

No report was made of 
the UFO to any of the di¬ 
rectors of the Begg Ob-

DUNEDIN — An uniden¬ 
tified flying object sighted

A. C. Gilmour, but this 
j description was discounted 
' by a director of Dunedin’s 
j Begg Observatory yester- 
! day. 

The U.F.O. was sighted at 
about 11.20 p.m. and was 
1 described as a “huge,” 
bright yellow and red cigar 
shape. Different groups of 
people watched from 
j between 6 to 20 seconds. 

Mr Gilmore said the 
description fitted that 
| fireball. The. Carter Obser¬ 
vatory did not see it, but he 
' said that a fireball would 
' have burnt itself out by the 
time it neared Wellington. 

“Fireballs are compara¬ 
tively rare in New Zealand,” 
Mr Gilmore said. "We only 
get about three or four a 
year.” 

A director of the Begg 
Observatory in Dunedin, Mr 
S. D. Watts, discounted what 
Mr Carter said on the 
grounds that the longest a 
fireball, would last before it 
burnt itself out would be one 
to two seconds. "People who 
witnessed It wntchcd It for ns 
long ns 20 seconds. This is too 
long for n firebnll to exist." 

He described a fireball as 
a slow-moving meteor which 
travelled at such a velocity 
that they existed in the 
earth’s atmosphere only one 
or two seconds before burn¬ 
ing out. — (P.A;)
